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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claims 1, and 28 have been amended to require the correlation between the recovery of the rare cells and the 
provision of an accurate assessment in the isolation and identification of rare cells. This is not supported by the origianlly filed disclosure 
which describes the enhancement of quantitation of rare cells by means of the stabilized cells of the invention. Upon reading of the 
specification, one of skill in the art would not conclude that the stabilized control cells were the only factor in providing an accurate 
assessment of isolation and identification of rare cells. Thus, the requirment for providing accurate assessment by virtue of the 
controlcells alone was not supported by the specificationas filed. Further claim 55 has been amended to require the reduction of 
erroneous negative results. The originally filed specification did not describe a problem of negative results, nor the contribution of the 
instant stabilizied cells for overcoming said problem. . 
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
